Is Changed for Us

The reform introduced this year in 
the Holy Week observances is for us. 
It is not the result of a hierarchical 
whim but is purposefully planned to 
enable the laity to take a greater and 
more personal part in these commemora- 
tive ceremonies of the sacrifice which, 
since it means our salvation, is the most 
important thing in our lives. 


There is a tendency toward realism 
and careful timing in these changes. 
Masses are in the evening to enable more 
working people to participate.
